PREPARING FOR AND SOWING 
FALL WHEAT. 





In most places the ground for winter 
wheat has already been plowed anc 
undoubtedly worked over several 
times, and it remains for the rmer to 
get is into the best possible condition 
before seeding timearrives Theamount 
of working r q'iired will depend some 
what upon the character of the soiland 
its Condition at time of plowing It is 
very seidom that fall wheat ground is 
well prepared. It must be disxed, har 
rowed and roticd until all the cloJs are 
broken, and the particles of anil packed 
pretty closely together. There is no 
danger of workicg wheat land too 
mouch, provided the ground is modor 
ately dry. If 
care must bo used, as in preparicg 
ground for crops in spring. 

Many neglect eareful fining and com- 
paciing of wheat ground. Trey cia;m 
that it is better to have the surface 
rough so thatthe snow will be held aud 
the tender plants protected) While 
there may be some advantaze in this, 
1618 not to be considered. It tho soil 
13 loose and the openings between the 
particies large, the ground will dry cut 
80 rapidly thst the young wheat plants 
perish or are badiy stunted during the 
fall, even if there is sufficient moisture 
to germinate the grain. Growth will 
be 80 feeble that the plant will fall an 
easy prey to insect pests and thse heav 
ing effect of frosts. It has been clearly 
Gemonstrated that a vigorous plant will 
resist the attack of pests quite effect- 
ually. In fact, the best way to fight 
chinch bugs is to secure by fertilizing 
heavily a stroug rapid growth. The 
increase in the yield of grain more 
than pays for the fertiliz:r and the ex 
pense of applying it. 

In some of the Central Western 


‘States wheat is still sown broadcass 


upon the ground soon after it is plowed 
and then covered with a harrow. The 
practice has nothing to commend it ex 
cept the small amount of labor required 
to putin the crop. Failures or partial 
failures are the rule, and it is oniy 
when conditions are unusually favor 
able that a full crop is secured. The 
method ought to be abandoned, as it ts 
not only unprsfitable, but an evideuce 
of slovenly farming. 

Of all the drilis now in use the press 
driil commends itself. Tae grain is 
put in the ground to a good depth and 
the soul above the sced is compacied so 
that the moisture will be retained until 
the berry germiaates and gate suffi sient 
roctage to msintain the plant. Tne 
common eight-hoe drill is still very 
popular and dvces good work. Some 
manufacturers attach a short chain to 
each hoe so that 1t drags direc ly be 
hiad and in @ measure ccmpacts the 
soil above the eced. Drills where the 
grain is Covered by diske or two blades 
coming together several inches back of 
the hoe, have been used extensively 
and with satiefaction. Any impiement 
that will put the grain into the ground 
to a depth of twoor three inches and 
cover it well will usualiy be satisfac 
tory. 

Fr the latitude of centra! Illinois, 
Indiana and Onic, from Sept 10sh to 
30:a, Is the idsal time for wheat seed 
ing, to be varied somewhat according 
to circumstances. If there is a proba 
bility of attacks from Heasian fly, it 
may pay to deiay the seeding until the 
eggs have been laid in volunteer grain 
or strips sowed early for this purpose, 
then turoed under to complete the de 
struction. As arule, however, carly 
sowing ig advisable and one year with 
ancther the largest crops ere raised 
from it. 

Sowing amall grains in starding corn 
otili haga few advocates. This is an 
other method that is the cause of fre 
quent failure and almost invariably a 
small yield. Usually the ground is 
hard and weedy. The graia does not 
get sufficient covering, the stand is 
usually poor, and the growth not suffi- 
ciently vigorous to withstacd a severe 
wiater, or pestsof any kicd. Theonly 
excuse for sowing wheat io this man 
ner is when it is desired to get a corn 
field into grass as soon as possible with 
out losing 8 crop of grain. By sowing 
the gra:s seed with the wheat in au 
tumn, acropof hay canof#a basecured 
the foliowiag season, provided condi- 
tions have been very favorable. 

It never pays to grow half or a third 
of a crop under any circumstances, 
and particularily when a@ payiug one 
van be secured by putting a little more 
work on the land before seeding. It 
you have any doubis as to the sound. 
ness of these statements, try both 
methods on fields side by side for a 
couple of years, and be convinced. We

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CRIMSON CLOVER. 


Jorrespondence of the Progressive Farmer. 

September is ths month in ail the 
Gulf and South Atlantic Ssates when 
crimson clover seed should be sown, 
aud cow that it has been demonstrared 

syond any doubt whatever that it 1s 
realiy the bast thing the S.uthern 
farmer grows on his farm a few items 
of personal experience in its culture 
wil, LT hops, ve acceptable. 

One difficulty that confronts most 
farmers in growing a succesafull crop 
of crimscn clover is thed:ffiuity of get 
ting a good stand of it if sown at the 
time, @s toe seed is very smali and the 
young plants are very tender at first, 
and Gur Sep:embsr sun is so very try- 
ing on sli young vegetation, to get over 
this d@iffi-ulty the seediag shou'd be 
neavy and about a peck per acre of 
cow peas should be sown at the same 
time The peas will grow quickly and 
shade the ground and at the first frost 
they will get killed «ff, out of the way, 
or if the frost is Jate in coming, or 
where it is beyord the frost line the 
peas can be cut and cured if wanted 
for fodder or left onthe ground as a 
mulch for ell winter. Crimson clover, 
like all the clover family, is a very 
slow grower, anda good many farmers 
get easily dieccuraged if the stand 
seems poor along in November and De 
cembcr, but it has a sure and certain 
hold of the soil all the same, and is 
during that period sending its roots 
away deep down into the soil after 
moisture and heat so as to give good 
account of ttseif durivg the early spring 
months when it is mostly wanted for 
@ green bite forsisck. We mus‘, how 
ever, be very careful not to allow steck 
to remain too long erez ng or it far, 
one time; grazing helps it to stool out 
and increase the yield, but asthe crowo 
of the plantis apt to be well raised 
above the ground, sicck if kept too 
jong on it willcutc¢ff this crown and 
kilithe plant. No animalis going to 
eat cff the crown of any piant the firat 
time, but if allowed to remain too long 
their groed will overcome thoir animal 
instinct and they wiil surely clip the 
crown off, thus destroying the plant 
Oxe peculiarity of crimson clover Is, 
that to get a good crop of it, it muet be 
grez-d upon. Alongin April and the 
latter part of March crimson clover 
that has not been cropped by any anl- 
mal wall gs! fibry and somewhat woody, 
and if it ia grown for a soil renower or 
renovator, If should be plowed uuder 
before this happens. As a soil improver 
there is nothing better, ands if our 
our Southern farmers would cuiy realize 
how much they can improve their rua 
down fieids by growing a crop of crim 
son clover during the winter months 
when their fivids are lying idle any 
way, then fur every one that now 
grows it there would be fifty. 

But crimson clover, like other crops, 
cannot bs made on nothing; it must be 
supplird with the plant food that is 
adapted to its needs, and a fow doliara 
spont in giving it this food is where the 
best part of the whole investment 
comes in. A great many cbj-ct to 
spend money on fertilizing a plant to 
be plowed under, avd that is where 
they make a huge biunder, and if they 
would only study the question sensibly 
they would eea where in speuding ceuts 
they will reap doliars in reward. 

The land for crimson clover should 
be extra well prepared by plowing and 
harrowing several times and rolling it 
after the seed is sown. In fertilizing 
it we must remember that it is not 
ncc:asary tv have nitrogen as one of 
the fertil zing elements—being ciover, 
it does not need 1t—but we must be 
liberal with those ferulz rs that are 
required, namely: Psosphoric acid and 
potash, Ar average application woulc 
be about 300 pounds acid phosphate 
and 300 pounds katnit. It would prob 
ably be more ecovomical to substitute 
muriate of potash for the kainit, since 
this material contains four times ae 
much actual potash and would be 
cheaper where freight rates have to be 
considered. The fertilizers for crimson 
clover are at any rate very cheap, and 
there is no reason whatever why two 
thirds at least of our Southern farmers 
should not have a good crop of crimscn 


clover this winter.

The buggy craz> struck 
ths country during the flush days of a 
dc zo years ago, every one discarding 
horseback riding as the poor man’s 
mode of travel, and every farmer, his 
sons and hired hands ali buying bug- 
gies and throwing their saddies in the 
“hen houses,” where many of them 
still repose. Even if the family dcctor 
is to be hastily called, the average 
‘armar’s sen or hired man would deem 
it a hardship if he were compelled to 
carry the message of mercy on horse: 
back. Twenty or thirty years ago the 
proudest day of a couniry boy or rural 
maiden was the one on which the in 

dulgeut (very often disgruntled indul 

gener) parent returned from town 
with a new saddle. In those days 
the ccustry young folks would can 

ter away over the hills, through the 
mivery brook valleys or across the 
breez3 fanned prairies, for miles away, 
to church, Suuday school, ‘‘apple cut- 
ting’ or ‘‘cousin’s wedding,” full of 
health, happiness and human vigor 
But ast so now. A country young man 
on horseback, gomg to church or a 
party, would feel humiliated, while a 
country maiden would feel positively 
disgraced if her ‘‘feller” should presumes 
to have her ride a ‘‘horrid horse”—and 
furnish it herself—to Sunday-school or 
@ circus, or even on a neighborhood 
jaunt. Nay, verily, the saddle, both 
side and astride, has emigrated to the 
city where cultured people by the thou- 
sunds recogniz: the respectability and 
healthfulness of horseback riding, and 
eagerly take up the lost art of their 
cougiry cousins, spending vast sums 
of money for that which the country 
folk can 88 well nave for notbing—the 
health and happiness giving concomit- 
erts of horseback riding.— Western

S#LECTION IN SEED GROWING. 

Farmers as a rule do not exercise 
suffic‘ent care in the selection of seed 
bearing plants. Nature has endowed 
animals and plants with two antagon 
istic features, that should man take 
advantage of he could either deteriorate 
or improve ths varictics given bim 
This specifics tendency—called atavism 
—in which each individual, animal or 
vegetabie, has a tendency to retro 
grade, or stimulate the characteristics 
of its remote ancestors, can be easily 
verified by anyone at ail conversant 
with the laws of natural gelection 
Who has not seen exmples of this ten 
dency in both the animal and vegstabie 
worlc?) Who has not observed this 
same manifestation in poultry, live 
stock and garden? Tne eickly, ecaly- 
legged, long necked, measly hen our 
forefathere had, that could fly like a 
hawk ard scratch up more seec than 
one could sow with a scoop shovel, is 
an example of the former, while every 
farmer knows that if he uees the same 
sire for his stock year after year and 
docs not grade up by natural and com- 
coon sense sleecition, his stock wiil ulti- 
mately prove to him thatif ho sows 
the wind he will reap the whirlwind. 
As thig inherited tendency manifests 
itself in animal life, so-does it in a still 
greater degree display its inherent 
quality in the vegetable world. The 
radish that persists in sending up its 
gecd stalk with no root to fulfill its 
purpose of planting—to gratify the 
cravings of our famished millions—is 
but one of the illustrations of this law 
in vegetable life. 

In the breeding up of plants for seed 
purposes, we must admit the fact that 
each individual plant has its own char- 
actoriatica. No two plants are abke; 
grown from the same seed pod, with 
the same care, their difference is read- 
lily distimguisbed, even by the most 
careless observer. With the average 
farmer, seed selection, or more prop- 
erly seed stock selection, is rarely met 
with. When the corn is husked and 
it is being housed for winter, an ear 
that meets his requirements is saved 
for seed, When potato planting time 





comes he goes to his cellar or pit, selects 
the seed that is in accordance with his 
idea of what a potato should be and ii 
is planted. He proceeds to his wheat 


the rq iired number of bushels, and tb 
issown. In other commodities he ex 
ercises the sams care in the selection 
of seed, Is this right! Is it sciencs? 
What is the pedigree of that seec? 
Ferhaps the ear of corn saved is the 
first good car found ina long line of 
descent; prolificness and thriftiness 
may have never been a feature of its 
ancestral hfe. Among the potatoes 
selected for seed, he has, no duubt, 
selected seed that a single tuver would 
represent the whole contents of a hill. 
Toe plant was likely enough a weak, 
spindling vine thai could barely stand 
the sirsia if was compelicd to bear 
What do you think of selecting suc) 
seed for propagation? In his seed 
wheat he screene out the chess, the 
cockle, the weed seeds and the shrunk 
en grams; this is something in the 
right @trection, but did he screen oui 
the kernels that came from poorly de: 
veloped heads? No. 

Oozerve the results obtained in the 
grading and breeding up of our common 
garden crop. The cabbage which 
grows wild in western Europe, with its 
small bundle of leaves without even 
the semblance of a head, the wiid beets 
of the Mediterranean vicinity, the wild 
potatoes and tomatoes of our tropical 
sister country, South America, are ali 
prototypes of the achievements man 
has performed through the power of 
correct breeding and judicious selec 
tion. The place to eelect seed is in the 
fivid where it grows and the firatobject 
in view should be thriftiness and free 
dom from disease. When found, it 
should come up to your idea of whataty 
pical plant should be, should be studied 
externally as well as iuternally that it 
may be identified anywhere. ln select 
ing seed of corn or other grain crops, 
let your idea be thrifty, healthy, good 
form, wel! balanced, large amcunt of 
grain to small amount of vaste. If po 
natoes, cc tuaderl of ivka cheracter are 
to bs selected, do so before they are 
dug; pick out and mark the thriftiesi 
and stockiest plants; when dug, note 
the contents; if large, weli formed and 
prolific, save thew; if only a few small 
ones or only one or two large ones, re 
ject them. Do this, farmers, take a 
little more care in the selection of seed, 
and if you will, and not spend so much 
time and money in the purchare and 
trial of new varieties, you will scon 
have a strain of seeds that will more 
than repay for time spent and will 
more than meet your most sanguine 
expectations.—W. H. Sherbias, Cass 
Co., Mich.

A NEW TOBACCO PEST, 


Prof M’Oarthy, Entomologist of the 
North Carolina Station, announces the 
discovery of a new tobacco pest in the 
Gelechia picipslis. The insect is not 
new, being found wherever the bull- 
nettle grows, upon which it commonly 
feeds, having only recently acquired 
the tebacco habit. Prof. MvCarthy 
describes it as about two tenths of an 
inch long, and with wing expansion of 
from three fourths to balf an inch. The 
general color is yellowish gray, the 
nead and chest paler than the wings, 
the primaries marked by a few smoky 
streaks, and a marginal row of minute 
back dots. It belongs to the same 
family as the cloths and fur-moths, and 
to the fly weevil, so destructive to 
cribbed corn, : 

Tre most promising remedy at pres- 
ont, Prof. McCarthy adds, is the extir- 
patioa of the bull-netile in all tobacco- 
growing sec.ione, and the prompt 
ploughing under or removal of tobacco- 
stumps as soon aa the crop is gathered. 
Clean cultivation of the growing crop, 
with {frequent stirring of the soil 
close up to the plants, will destroy 
the dormant pupae or cover them 
so deep that the mothwill be 
unable to find its way to the 
surface of the ground. A close watch 
should be kept, and when blotch mines 
are scen on leaves, the ixclosed cater- 
pillar my bo easily crushed between 
the thumb and finger. The leaves will 
then sson repair the damage. Trap- 
hghts burnt in the field from dusk un- 
til 10 o'clock p m_ will attract and de- 
stroy large numbers of the moth.— 
Farm News, Sprinzfield, Ohio.

GRANTING FREE PASSES IN- ; 
DICTABLE. 


Now we have two new Railroad Com 
missioners it may be well tocall the 
attention of judges and grand juries to 
the fact that the Actof 1891 creating 
the Commission especially makes it in- 
dictable for any railroad company to 
grant any free pass except to railroad 
officers and employees. Svction 4 of 
the Act forbids any discrimination be 
tween parities excapt as allowed by 
Sec 25, and what greater discrimina- 
tion than to charge one man 3} cents 
per mils and another nothiag per mile?

LEASING P&NITENTIARIES. 








Daring the past week there has been 
talk of leasing the penitentiary, the 
convicts, the State farms, etc., to Mr. 
John H. Winder, of this city. Is is 
understood that Mr. Winder wou'd 
take the cutfis on certain conditions 

We hope no such arrangement will 
bemxude. Humane consi¢erations alone 
are sufficient to prevent the leasirg 
out of human beings, placicg them at 
ihe disposai of peopie whose oaly ob- 
ject is to doa profitable business with 
ihem, to makea profit after paying ex 
penses. Tais should never be done ex- 
cept in Cases where some person or 
company can use the labor to advan 
sage, paying so much per dey, and chen 
the superintendent and guards should 
ove in fuil charge, and the State should 
furnish food and clothing. In come 
instances the convicts might be well 
cared for and used to good advantage, 
but there is always great risk. The 
farming out of convicts has not been 
attended with good results in other 
States, and the sickening tales of bru- 
tality emonating from some convict 
camps are actually disgusting. 

If the State cannot care for its crim: 
inels (and it can) it would be more bu- 
mane, were it lawful, to give away the 
convicts, that is treat them as chattel 
property. O course we are not sug: 
gesting any such a remedy, but it 
would be better, for ownership would 
secure good treatment to them. We 
have no reason to believe that Mr.

Cleariag land, building dykes 
and digging canals is an expeusive 
business. I¢ the affsirs are manage 
rightly we think the penitentiary may 
be made nearly or q alte self supporting 
in the near future. At any rate, 
leasing of 1t should be the very last re 
sort.

JUDGE CLARK’S RESPONSE, 


The ‘Times- Herald” of Chicago 
selected one justice of the highest court 
in each Srate and addressed him a let- 
ter enquiring as to the legality of In- 
janctisags in labor disputes, against 
laborers quitting work or moving 
about the country and the bestremedy, 
if euch injunctions are illegal.

That public sexti- 
mens endorses this corrective power of 
placing the judiciary under the super- 
vision of public opinion is shown by 
the fact that in every S:ate except 
three, the Judges now hold fora fixed 
term and in those three they are re- 
movable by a vote of a bare mejority 
of the legislature. As to the U. 8. 
Judges, they are selected without the 
public having any voice in their selec- 
tion and ordinarily by ix fluences that 
are hostile to popular sights, they. are 
subject to no restraint, as impeach- 
ment is impracticable and they assume 
to set aside the acts of Congress and to 
stay the action of the Executive—at 
their will. That possessed of this arbi- 
trary and supreme power (which 
should be entrusted to no set of men) 
and by reason of their life tenure 
(which is uorepublicar) subject to no 
supervision, there are noi withstanding 
many worthy men etill among the 
Federai j idges is a tribu‘e to the epirit 
and training of our institutions. The 
history of the last few years demon- 
strates that we can trust no longer to 
this. Arbitrary and suprems power 
will debauch its possessors. It has al- 
ways done co. Judges are no excep- 
tion to this principle of human nature,

The 
frame for the netting can be made of 
slata, one inch thick, three inches wide 
and twelve feet long. Provide two 
slate for each side, two for sach end, 
and four 2x2 posts Jor the corners, and 
you ara ready to begin the structure 
Fasten the slats securely, upon the cor- 
ner posts, one for the top, one for the 
bottom, and cover the sides, ends and 
top with the netting. Or if you choose, 
youcan cover the top with yard-wide 
cotton cloth if you have calculated the 
width of your cagerightly. The second 
plan is much cheaper and in some 
points better. It is simply to cover the 
entire cage with cotton fabric, which 
can be done by aslight change in the 
structure of theframa, for the circula- 
tion cf air. In order to accomplish 
this effectually, three slats upon a side 
will be necossary. The third slat may 
be put three inches below the top Ove, 
to leave a free space, three inches wide 
the whole length of the cage for air to 
circulate over the beads of the fowsi; 
or the third siat may be placed only 
three inches above the bottom one, to 
leave the space at the bottom of the 
cage for circulation. Draw the cotton 
fabric around and tack it on 80 as to 
leave your space between the siats 
which are near together uncovered, 
and you havea comfortable cage for u 
dozen fowls which you can easily move 
day, by raising one end a very littic 
and drawing it endwise its length, or 
by raising the side in the same way, it 
can be just as easily drawn its width, 
which will place iton fresh ground,

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KEROSENE FOR LICE, 


Dr. Hinman advocates kerosene 6s a 
remedy for lice, and he is one among 
us who seems remarkable ‘“‘lucky” in 
rearing fine chicks. Interviewed as to 
his manner of application of the same, 
he told me that in the first place he 
provided thorough dust baths for his 
setting hens, aud gave them ample 
opportunity to avail themselves of the 
benefits to be thus derived. When 
chicks were taken from the neat, he 
said, they were carefully looked over 
for lice. None being found upon their 
heads or necks, they were not further 
molested for a few days, when the 
mother hen was given a light feather 
oiling with pure kerosene upon her 
breast and under her wings, about her 
legs, and wherever there might bo a 
possibility of there beiog a breeding 
ground for these worst of all the poul 
tryman’s enemies. Not by any means 
is she saturated with kerosene, but 
simply wiped over on the outer surface 
of her plumage with a cloth that ia wet, 
but not dripping wet, with the oil, 
This is repeated once a week, and is 
always attended to in the evening. It

EDUCATIONAL BENEVOLENCE, 





Correspondence of the Progressive Farmer. 
Educational benevoleuce in the dia 
position of Man to promote the intel- 
iectual and moral well being of human- 
ity—a sincere decire for the improve- 
ment cf both the mature and conduct 
of others, 

Pailanthropy, humanity, kindness, 
love for others, beuevolence, are the 
impulses that mova men to patrictic 
acts aud deeda of kindess, that result 
in the elevation of humanity and the 
promotion of man’s intellectual, moral 
condition when properly directed. 
How to gst the people of Nurth Car- 
olina to manifest more interest in the 
aducational quesiion that confronts us 
ig of momentous importance. The 
children of our State must have more 
education and better education. 

(1) How shall we have more educa 
tion? Have longer rchool terms. But 
this rcquires more funds. The people 
say they have too much tax now and 
can’t pay more. That is a mistake. 
The people can support longer schools 
and wili do it if properly managed. 
My plan (:f you wil allow mo to eug- 
gest one) is for every county super- 
visor in ths State to organiza the teach 
ers in each country to co operate with 
them in the accomplishment of this 
end. Let the supervisor call meetings 
and devise plans with teachers. This 
being done, let each teacher visit the 
patrons of her particular school, and 
tell them how nice it would be if their 
children could go two or three months 
longer and with very little extra cost. 
Get hold of feelings. 
love for their own children and their 
sympathy for their poor neighbors’ 
children. I appeal to the public school 
teacher to do what they can for so 
great acuuse. Their feelings must be 
cultivated aud I know of no better 
plan than for the teachers who are in 
touch with the great mass of the peo- 
ple to do this. 

(2) How can we have better educa- 
tion? We must bave more schools and 
better schools in which to prepare bet 
ter teachers. But the teacber says 
that it does not pay to expend so much 
money to prepare himself to teach free 
schools, The only remedy for this ex- 
cuss is to make education cheaper— 
particularly for that class who expect 
to make teaching a business. 

Recently a fund of $3,000 was dona- 
ted toa school at Winton for the pur- 
pose of aiding and encouraging those 
young men and women who expect to 
teach in getting an aducation. Address,

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ABOUT POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


Money Orders and Savings Banks. 

In the office of the superintendent of 
the money-order system of the general 
postoffice at Washington is evidence 
which will convince the most skeptical 
that there exists, especially in the 
west, a demand for a government insti 
tution where the savings of the people 
may be deposited. 

The money order eystem was estab 
lished for the accommodation of the 
people—those who do not erjoy bank 
accounts aud cannot forward money 
by checks. While the object of the 
system was purely to facilitate the 
traneaction of business by offering at 
asmall cost the medium of transmitt- 
money, experience has demonstrated 
that it is not infrequentiy used to 
guard the savings of those who are not 
within easy reach of banke, or fear to 
trust their hard earned dollars in the 
keeping of banks. Money orders are 
often obtained by persons who have a 
few dollars to lay away. This is made 
evident by the operation of the law, 
which declares a money order void 
when not presented for pay mens within 
one year. When a money order is re 
tained by the payee beyond that pe- 
riod it can only be renewed by the eu 
perintendent of the system in Wash. 
ington, and the number of cases where 





i one, two, three and even more years is 


surprising. Tbe records show that in 
most instances where money orders are 
not presented within the prescrib:d 
period the order was purchased by the 
payee with no other purpose than de- 
positing his money where he knew it 
would be safe until wanted. 

When the original mosey order has 
become void a duplicate is issued, upon 
application, by the superintendent of 
the 65 8.em, and vuid duplicates are re 
piaced by warrants upon a fund crea 
ted by uncalied for money which has 
accumulated sinc the system has been 
in operation. Hundreds of cases could 
be given where farmers, mipers, me- 
echapies avd other persons have used 
the money order system for a savings 
bank. among the moet etriking being 
the case of a miner ai Leadviile, Col, 
who purchased an order for $2 200, pay 
able to himself, acd permutsed the 
money to remaia on cepoait for five 
years. For the eakoof the £ Cirliy 
afforded by d-pssiting the maoney with 
the goverument, he was not only wil- 
ling to forego the interest which he 
would have rec ived had the money 
been placed in a savings bank or otiner- 
wis inveated, but he paid the commis- 
sion demanded by the government for 
issuing the order. 

The use of the money order sysiem as 
aaavings bank ia resorted to as fre 
quently today as ab any time in the 
past. The mails bring tothe post: flice 
departmant daily numerous void or 
ders to be ren: wed, acd tne cfliciais 
who have the renewal of the orders in 
charge und. rstand that the system 1a 
being used ia the piace of savings 
banks.—The Chicago Record, Sept. 11. 





Ministers Write on Postal Savings 
Banks 
Some letters writ.en by prominent 
preachers of Chicago on the subject of 
postal savings banks are worth quotiag. 
The Rev. Jenkin Lioyd Jones of Al 
Scula’ Church sare: 
“I rejoice in the work being done in 
the interest of tho postal savings bank 
law. Ihave been in the habit of say 
ing that if it was given me to insure 
the enactment of just one law in the 
interest of the pubiic good I would un 
hesitanogly call for one that would es 
tablish a system of postal savings 
bangs. Nothiog would so atimulate 
our peopie to habits of economy and 
encourage thrift. More than that, it 
would eventually work out the larger 
financial banking and currency prob- 
lems of tha government. Our present 
system of private savings banks has so 
betrayed the poor that they have weil 
nigh losé courage. Every postmaster 
in the county, from the backwoods to 
the city, ought to ba authorized to ac 
cept in trust any moneys cffsred him 
under @ Maximum sum named ai any 
given time, and the whole credit of 
the nation ought to bathe pledze of 
the faithful discharge of the trust. 
Oertificates of deposit ought to be as 
easily obtained as postal cards, and 
their face value be as utquesiioned, 
as when a minimum sum is reacned of 
deposits & Minimum interest of 2 per 
cent. per annum, or more, ought ta be 
insured P 

The Riv. J. M. Caidwell, of Park 
Avenue Methodist Church, says: 

“TI believe heartily in the bill. The 
habit of saving ia essential to the high. 
est and wisest manhocd It prevents 
sympathy with anarchy. It leads to 
self denial, a religious virtue, and con 
tributes more than say one thing to ia- 
dividual acd natioval wealth and pros 
perity. Is is a remarkable f«c., that 
i have never heard or seen mentioned, 
but neverthlees true, that every prom

9: George Brodie. When the psople 
learned that the cours would be con 
vened with ali possibie haste, the tuik 
of lynching graduaily subsided 

Upyuhesring of the Vereaiiles lynch- 
ing, Gov Mount, of Indiana, tele- 
graphed the sheriff of Ripley County, 
ag fuillows: ‘* Wire me at once the par 
ticulars of lynching that has occurred 
inyour county. I further direct that 
you procecd immediately with all the 
power you can command to bring to 
justice all parties guilty of participa- 
tin in the murder of the fivo men ai 
leged to have been lynched. Such 
lawlessness is intolerable, and all the 
power of the State, if necessary, will 
be vigorously employed for the ar 
reeiand punishment of all parties im 
plicated.”

“Love is not easti'y provoked.” We 


@3 # very harmless weakoess. We 
cure, familiar failing, a master of tem 
perament, not @ thing to take into very 
serious account in catimeting a man’s 
character. The peculiarity of ill tem 
per is that it ia the vice of the virtuous. 
It is often the one blot on an otherwise 
noble character. You know men who 
are all but perfect, and women who 
would be entirely perfect but for en 
easily rvffid, quick-tempered, or 
“touchy” disposition. This compati- 
bility of ill temper with high moral 
character is one of the sirsngest and 
saddest problems of ethics. The truth 
is, there are two great classes of sins 
—sins of the body and sinus of the dis 
position. The prodigal son may be 
takin as a type of the first, the elder 
brother of the second Now society 
nas no doubt whatever as to which of 
these is the worse. Its brand falls 
without @ challerge upon the prodigal. 
But are we right? We have no bal 
ance to weigh one a*other’s sias, and 
coarser and fixer are but humap 
words; but faults in the higher nature 
may be less venial than those in the 
iower, and to the eye of Him who is 
love @ sin agaiust love may seem a buo- 
dred time3 more base. No form of 
vize, net worldliaess, aot greed of gold, 
not drunkenness liself, does more to 
uncbristianiz :soctecy than evil temper. 
Hor embittering life, for breaking up 
communities, for destroying the mcst 
aacred relaticnsabips, for withering up 
men end women, for takinz the bloom 
off childhood, in short, for sheer gratul- 
tuus misery-producing power, this in 
fluence stands alone Look at the elder 
brother, moral, hard working, patient, 
dutiful—let bim gst all credit for his 
virtues—lock at this mas sulking out 
side his own father’s door. ‘‘Hs was 
angry,” weread, ‘and would not go 
in” Look at the effect upon the 
father, upon the cervants, upon the 
nacpiness of the guests. 

Judge of the eff ct upon the prodi- 
gal, acd how many prodigale are kept 
out of the kingdom of God by the un 
lovely character of those who profess 
to te inside! Analyza, as a study in 
temper, the thunder-cloud itself as it 
gathers upon the elder brother’s brow. 
W hat is is made of? Jvalousy, anger, 
pride, uncharity, cruclty, self right- 
eousness, touchiness, doggedness, sul- 
lenness—these are the ingredients of 
this dark and loveless soul. In varying- 
proportions, also, these are the ingre 
dients of allill temper. Judge if such 
eins of the disposition are not worse to 
live in, and for others tolive witb, than 
sins of the body. There is really to 
piace in heaven fora disposition like 
this. A men with such a mood could 
only make heaven miserable for a'l the 
peopleia it. Except, therefore, such 
@man be born again, he cannot—he 
simply cannot—enter the kingdom of 
heaven; foritis perfectly csrtain—arnd 
you will not misunderstand me—that to 
enter heaven & man must takeit with 
him. 

You will see, ther, why temper is 
signicant, It is not in whatit is alone, 
but in what it reveals. This is why I 
take the liberty now of speaking of it 
with such unusual plainness. Itisa 
test for love, a symptom, a revelation 
o‘ an unloving nature at b>ttom. Itis 
tae intermittent fever which bespeaks 
the unintermittent disease within; a 
sample of the most hidden products of 
the soul dropped involuntarily when 
cff one’s guard; in a word, the light- 
ning form of a hundred hideous and 
unchristian sins. 

Hence, it is not enough to deal with 
the temper. We must go to the source 


and change the inmost nature, and 
angry oumors will die away of them 
selves Souls are made sweet, not by 
taking the acid fluids out, but by put- 
ting something in—a great love, a new 
Spirit, the Spirit of Christ. Cnhrist,

So the atten 
tion of our Siate Pest Commis:icn 
should be drawn in that direction wita 
a determination te stamp it out of our 
borders, or be found trying to do so.

disease wiil be arrested. 

Tnesa bacterial poisons are called 
toxins, and the serum or virus injecied 
into the bicod vessels by a small 
syringe, or by the of a needle or knife, 
are called anti toxins. The watery pert 
biood or wailk is called serum. It blood 
clots, the serum separates from the 
clot in the form of a m re or less clear, 
piokish liquid. If milk clots (clabber) 
the serum separates from the curd in 
the form of whey. If serum from the 
blood of an animal which contains 
these p>isons is injected into the circu 
lation of another, it is called a eerum 
treatment, or serum therapy. If virus 
is taken from an eruptive pustule and 
introcuced into the circulation of an- 
other person or animal by pricking, it 
is called vaccina'ion.

The Well-Known Fiuit Grower, Mr J
